New Defeats Face 
Western Coalition 


Secretary of State Dukes’ hopeful and 
optimistic speech to the American Legion 
yesterday in Miami must be tempered 
somewhat by realities that are less 
pleasant. 

The meeting of NATO defense min- 
isters in Paris dramatizes the fact that 
the West is still in trouble and that Com- 
munist pressures—now clothed in smiles 
—move relentlessly on. 

These pressures are military, economic 
and diplomatic and they are building up 
to serious defeats for Western policy all 
over the globe. The Reds hold a lot of 
trump cards and are playing them. 

Gen. Sir John Whiteley, Britain’s 
member on NATO’s three-man executive 
standing group, told the defense ministers 
yesterday that the Soviet’s military threat 
to NATO has never been greater than it 
is today. He cited the spectacular strides 
in air and sea power and progress in nu- 
clear weapons. 

This comes at a time when the West is 
lessening its defense efforts and when 
there is genuine doubt as to whether Ger- 
many will ever be rearmed within NATO. 
A warning came over the weekend when 
Chancellor Adenauer’s coalition was 
soundly trounced in the Bremen state 
elections by the foes of rearmament. 

New York Times writer James Res- 
ton analyzed some of the problems for 
The Constitution’s readers yesterday. 

The State and Defense Departments 
are deeply concerned about the situation 
in North Africa. The Russians are ex- 
ploiting anticolonialism to the hilt and 
are ready to supply arms, as they are 
doing in Egypt. 

The pressure on Germany is economic 
as well as political. It becomes increas- 
ingly clear that the Russians will permit 
a reunited Germany only on Soviet terms 
—a disarmed and neutral Germany. The 
Communists are also offering vast trade 
for German industry. 

Elsewhere, the Yugoslavs are drifting 
toward neutrality and greater friendship 
for the USSR. CIA Chief Allen Dulles 
reports that Communist subversion is 
being stepped up everywhere. The Reds 
made great gains in the recent Indone- 
sian election and the Formosa situation is 
expected to explode again this fall. 

These problems will be crystallized 
more clearly at the meeting of the Big 
Four foreign ministers later this month. 
Meanwhile, the illness of President Eisen- 
hower has made it more important than 
ever that our top leaders put their heads 
together to meet serious crises that are 
ahead.

There’s a Big Jubilee

' Started in 1880 when the South was 
attempting to regain its strength after the 
disastrous years of war and reconstruc- 
tion, West Point was a notably success- 
ful early example of what could be done 
in fitting industry into an economy almost 
entirely agricultural. Like other compa- 
nies in the volatile textile field, West 
Point has had its rough years, but sur- 
vived where other companies failed. To- 
day, West Point is one of the biggest 
names in the industry and sells its South- 
ern-made products all over the world. 

West Point’s headquarters are in the 
city of that name on the Chattahoochee 
and most of its mills are along the banks 
of the river. Only recently the company 
gave up its Alabama charter and now is 
a Georgia corporation. Its shares are 
widely held around the state, signs of 
the slow conversion of the South from 
tenant to ownership status. 

West Point’s prosperous three quar- 
ters of a century reflects the progress of 
the’ section during that period, an advance 
to which this particular company has con- 
tributed a great deal.

‘Rediscovered the South 


The South for so long was pictured 

by national. periodicals as the land of 
shoeless yokels, poverty, moral and spir- 
itual degradation that its inhabitants took 
refuge in a massive inferiority complex 
which found expression in many strange 
forms. 
The region withdrew into itself and 
held onto its past as the only hope of 
maintaining a minimum of self-respect.

* Nobody knows exactly when the pic- 
ture began to change but the best guess 
is that it started under Franklin Roose- 
velt’s New Deal. It finally reached full 
flower during the war years as the rest

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of the country rediscovered the South and 
as the region recognized itself to be an 
integral part of the nation. 

Today the national magazines no longer 
depict the region as a decadent society of 
broken down aristocrats, hookworm and 
shanties. They have found it to be a new 
frontier of opportunity and vibrant with 
latent energy. Almost every week some 
national publication “rediscovers’” the 
South. 

The “rediscovery” is mo longer re- 
stricted to the nation, either. Recently the 
journal of the British Board of Trade pub- 
lished a resume of developments in the 
“New South.” This has now been followed 
by a special section, Dixie Today, in the 
Economist of London—one of the world’s 
foremost authorities on economic: affairs. 

Appearing in the Sept. 24 issue, the 
roundup reveals the almost unbelieva- 
ble progress in the region in the last 
quarter century. It pictures the South as 
offering the greatest new economic op- 
portunities of any section of the nation. 
It also objectively reviews our weaknesses 
and the measures being undertaken to 
correct them. It is a splendid presentation 
and the South is grateful. 

Traditionally the South’s importance to 
Britain was as a producer of cotton for 
English textile mills. Today it is becoming 
important as a market for British goods 
and for investments by British business- 
men. The huge Bowaters newsprint plant 
is an example. 

It is gratifying to see the British re- 
discovering the South, not only as a 


producer of’ raw materials, but as a 
region of great human and _  ~natural 
resources.

The New Zoning System 
Means More Efficiency 


The attempt to speed up mail sorting 
and deliveries by dividing Atlanta into 
21 postal zones is progressing slowly. 

Big businesses have adopted the sys- 
tem with their usual efficiency, but judg- 
in yby the results, many small concerns 
ara most individuals view the new policy 
with extreme casualness. 


The post office has prepared a printed 
guide for big customers, listing Atlanta 
streets and the proper zone numbers. In 
addition, each individual has been in- 
formed once, and sometimes twice, of his 
or her proper zone. 


Postal officials believe the lack of 
response is due to a lack of understanding 
of the system. They have asked that all 
cooperate by using the new zone numbers 
when addressing local mail, and including 
their own zone number on the return 
address. Both time and money will be 
saved. 

Some day zone numbers will be listed 
on each letterhead, and may be included 
in the telephone book. In the meanwhile, 
information clerks at the post office will 
be glad to tell you the zone number of 
any address in town.

Social Security System 
Is a Permanent Fixture 


Payments to Georgians under the fed- 
eral Social Security program showed an 
increase in the last fiscal year of 32.9 per 
cent. All benefits paid reached a total 
of $51,906,000—a sizable addition to the 
people’s disposable income. 

The announcement points up several 
important developments in our internal 
economic and social systerns. In the first 
place, more people are living to retire- 
ment ages. The number of older people 
in the population is steadily increasing, 
creating a whole set of new factors in 
our economy and bringing on many s0- 
cial problems that are still unsolved. 

The Social Security program has often 
been attacked as socialism. It is a type 
of socialism but one that grew normally 
as a corollary to development of our in- 
dustrial potential and urbanization of so- 
ciety. Workers and employers participate 
in this government-enforced savings and 
insurance plan that is now an accepted 
role of government. 

What the system means to Georgia 
can be guessed from the fact that 50,304 
retired workers drew benefits last year, 
minor children of deceased or retired 
workers numbered 33,886 and_ 7.418 
widows and widowers received survivors’ 
payments. Thousands have.a measure of 
economic independence who otherwise 
might be dependent on charity. 

Nine out of 10 working persons now 
are covered by the program. The Re- 
publican administration now in office has 
extended it far beyond its original scope 
and further revisions are being proposed. 
The Social Security system is here to stay.

Automation, an Ugly Word, 
Should Not Cause Alarm 


A Monsanto technologist finds that about 11,000 nuclear engineers 
are already employed in various capacities and estimates that in another 


10 years there will be 24,000. 
Yet before 1945, the year in 
which we began to produce urani- 


um 235 and plutonium in fairly 
large amounts for bombs, there 
was no such term as “nuclear en- 
gineering’ in the technical lexicon. 
So it was with electronics. When 
Edison sealed a metal plate in an 
electric lamp and noted that a cur- 
rent crossed the empty space be- 
tween the filament and the plate 
he laid the foundation of elec- 
tronics, though he had probably 
never heard the word ‘‘electron.’’ 
Now we have electronic com- 
puters, electronic devices that open 
and shut doors, electronic meth- 
ods of sterilizing foods and a thou- 
sand different uses for electrons. 


All this should be kept in mind 
by those who worry about the ef- 
fect on labor of what is called by 
the ugly word ‘“‘automation.’’ There 
is no cause for alarm. Somebody 
must design these electronic coun- 
terparts of men, somebody must 
punch holes in a tape that tells 
them what they must do, some- 
body must rush to their assistance 
when they flash a light to pro- 
claim that they are in an agony 
of uncertainty because holes have 
been punched in the wrong places. 


Besides, there are the ancillary 
occupations that electronic and nu- 
clear engineering need. Think of 
all the vacuum tubes and transis- 
tors that will have to be made. 
Think of the new kind of ''trouble 
shooter’ needed to keep an atomic 


power plant in order—a man who 
will have to know a good deal 
about neutrons and radioactivity. 

And then think of what the rapid- 
ly growing utilization of radioiso- 
topes in medicine and industry im- 
plies. It will take a good many 
bright young men and women to 
juggle isotopes in factories. 

If you are an old-timer let your 
mind drift back to 1900 and con- 
sider what has happened. Where 
was the plastics industry? Detroit 
was a pleasant Midwestern city 
which didn’t know that it was go- 
ing to be the automobile center of 
the world. Broadcasting and tele- 
vision were no more than Jules 
Verne dreams. It would not be dif- 
ficult to tick off about fifty entirely 
new industries which threatened 
to accentuate the problem of un- 
employment but which were de- 
veloped to such pitch that no coun- 
try in the world has ever been so 
prosperous as the United States.

From his 
recollection of it a crew has built 
the set for a re-enactment of the 
scene which started the textile 
firm on its way. 

Oldtimers remember, too, how 
the Valley induced Yankee capital 
and sales know-how to come south. 
Men with money and experience 
at selling came from New Eng- 
land. The textile pioneers shud- 
dered when a leader among those 
men threatened to pack up and go 
home because he was bit by a 
Valley dog. 

Even so young an oldtimer as 
Shaefer Heard recalls the days 
when he was office boy to Mr.

Churchill,Schweitzer 
Will Last in Time 


Which of the most famous persons of today 
will be remembered in the year 2055 or the year 
2255? We can be pretty certain that many of those 


who today are making the biggest splash in the headlines and many 


of those whose names are today’s 


household words will have been 


forgotten before the next generation has come and gone. But some 
names will linger in humanity’s memory. There will be a few names 
which will identify to our descendants the best efforts and the noblest 


aspirations of our day. 

I'll hazard two guesses, although 
I'm not really going out on a limb 
to make these suggestions. Actual- 
ly better minds have already said 
as much, But one name which will 
be familiar to the coming centu- 
ries will be Winston Churchill. A 
man of our century, he will be, 
I do not doubt, also a man of 
the centuries. And for many rea- 
sons. One of them, surely, is this: 
He has left for subsequent gen- 
erations an eloquently written rec- 
ord of his times and his own role 
in it. 

An I'll name without hesitancy 
another person whose name will 
last in history’s chronicles. Rep- 
resenting the best of our times 
and himself an example and a 
challenge for all men is Albert 
Schweitzer. 

Schweitzer’s story is too well 
known to be repeated here. But 
this much ought to be said once 
more: Schweitzer in a world of 
confusion stands for serenity; in a 
world of choas, he represents sta- 
bility; in the flurry of the passing 
hour, he suggests eternal values, 
and in a generation of two worid- 
wide conflicts and of innumera- 
ble smaller armed struggles, he 
epitomizes the hungers and aspira- 
tions of good men for peace and 
harmony. 

When in 1952 he was informed 
that he was to be the recipient 


of the Noble Peace Prize, he 
paused from his work long enough 
to offer this interpretation of his 
life’s purpose: ‘“‘No man has the 
right to pretend that he has 
worked enough for the cause of 
peace or to declare himself satis- 
fied.”’ 

When asked why he turned his 
back on potential greatness in art 
and philosophy, theology and his- 
tory which life in Europe might 
bring to him and to choose rather 
the obscure role of missionary-doc- 
tor in Africa, Schweitzer said: 
“I’m doing it for penance! I'm 
doing it to demonstrate to the 
world that all men are members 
of God’s family and that the self- 
ish and ambitious and avaricious 
life is not the life that will make 
this world God's world.” 

When later generations remem- 
ber our era, their interest will not 
center on our technology (which 
by then will seem primitive) or 
on our science (which to them will 
seem rudimentary) or on our sky- 
scrapers (which will seem as chil- 
dren’s toys). But they will con- 
sider especially those persons wha 
have contributed human under- 
standing and good will. If you 
want to.be remembered by later 
peoples, invest your life in the 
common good of all men. That in- 
vestment is the only durable part 
of our brief days on this earth.

Stevenson’s Plans 


Were Set Long Ago 


CHICAGO—It deserves to be put clearly into 
the record that Adlai Stevenson's decision to seek 
the Democratic presidential renomination is in no 


way related to President Eisenhower’s heart attack. 


Whether or not Mr. Eisenhower 


would be his opponent again has 


never been a factor in Mr. Stevenson’s thinking. That can be said 


without any qualification. 

His own decision to let his 
friends work for his nomination 
and to campaign for it himself 
was made several months ago 
when the political leaders in both 
parties were generally convinced 
that the President would be a 
candidate. 

There is plenty of evidence to 
support both of these statements. 

As long ago as early spring 
some of his most ardent admirers 
were trying to find a way to enable 
Mr. Stevenson to avoid having to 
run against Mr. Eisenhower. They 
argued he could accomplish this— 
and thus be available in 1960— 
by announcing that he would run 
against Sen. Everett Dirksen of 
Illinois next fall. 

He refused. If he was going to 
run at all, he wasn’t going to 
duck the hard one for the easier. 

Many times during the past 
months Mr. Stevenson has writ- 
ten to friends who were counsel- 
ing him to save himself for more 
propitious political times, to say 
that the danger of losing again 
would never keep him from the 
1956 race and that no politician 
should consider it open to him to 
pick merely the convenient spots 
to run. It has always been his 
view that no candidate could de- 
serve the confidence of the voters 
if he were to maneuver out of 
running in order to wait for a bet- 
ter time.

“The important thing,’’ he wrote 
to one friend, ‘“‘is not the measure 
of your chances but the responsi- 
bilities and opportunities to do 
what you think right for your 
country.” 

If he had thought otherwise, Mr. 
Stevenson would have found it 
convenient and prudent to take the 
Democratic Senate nomination 
against Mr. Dirksen when it was 
pressed upon him. 

As to the timing of his decision, 
Mr. Stevenson let his closest as- 
sociates know at least five months 
ago that he would be ready to 
campaign for the nomination if 
he was convinced that there was 
sufficient demand for him among 
the Democratic leaders so that he 
would not be in the position of 
trying to grab the nomination by 
sheer force. He said he would an- 
nounce his intention in November 
and he let his friends know well 
before the President’s sickness 
that the answer was “yes.” 


Of course, the expected with- 
drawal of Mr. Eisenhower makes 
it more inviting to Mr. Stevenson 
to press his candidacy. But he 
would be taking no position dif- 
ferent from what he is taking 
today if the President had never 
suffered the heart attack and had 
already announced that he would 
run again.

Many centuries ago, physicians 
looked upon any ailment  pre- 
senting an eruption as measles. 

The patient was starved when 
he had fever and water was de- 
nied when thirsty. What a con- 
trast to our modern approach. 

We maintain nourishment 
the highest possible level. More 
fluids are given, rather 
less, and various devices are 
employed to lower the tempera- 
ture and enhance comfort. 

The causative virus spreads 
through direct contact or via the 
air by droplet hits from speak- 
ing, sneezing, or coughing. 

The youngster develops a 


slight cough, chilly sensations, 
nausea, and congestion of the 
eyelids, nose, and throat. The 


temperature may rise from 102 
to 105 degrees F. 

This stage may last from three 
to four days and the parents 
are likely to worry because the 
child is not getting better. They 
are assured by the physician 
that measles is on the way be- 
cause telltale lesions (Koplik’s 


the rash appears the fever be- 
gins to subside. 

Good nursing care includes 
scrupulous’ attention to the 
mouth. A dilute salt water gar- 
gle (one-fourth teaspoon to one- 
half glass of water) 
mended when the boy or girl is 
old enough to gargle. The air in 
the room should be kept moist 
by using a croup kettle. The pa- 
tient must be urged to drink gen- 
erous quantities of fruit juices 
and other liquids.
